Pie Justice Federation 

The Alberta Federation of Labour 
has set up a legal defense fund for the 
three Calgarian university students 
charged with pieing Premier Ralph 
Klein at a Stampede Breakfast on July 
s. And while AFL president Les Steel 
says he doesn’t support throwing pies 
asa form of dissent (preferring the 
“pen and the picket sign”), Steel argues 
that when the matter goes to court his 
organization wants to ensure that they 
receive the benefits of a fair trial. What 
Steel calls “blowing off steam,” he says 
is indicative of the frustration signifi- 
cant sections of the population feel in 
the province. Klein government poli- 
cies on things like education, deregula-, 
tion and university tuitions have been 
forced on the public without its input, 
says Steel. Members of the public can 
contribute to the “Justice for Pies” 
defense fund through the AFL Labour 
office in Edmonton.

weeks to find out why deregulation 
made power bills go up instead of 
down. The Alberta Advisory 
Council on Electricity has been given 
a four-week extension to finish its 
report on how the market strategy, 
meant to create a competitive atmos- 
phere that would bring down the 
price of consumer power, has actual- 
ly led to an increase. 

The final report will now be due 
September 12. Len Bolger, Chair of 
AdvaTech Homes Canada and for- 
mer president of Shell Canada 
Chemical Company, is leading the 
review. 

While the province says it has no 
intention of reversing its decision to 
deregulate the electricity industry, it 
is taking public input. Energy 
Minister Murray Smith says, “This 
will enable Albertans further oppor- 
tunity to detail their thoughts on 
what's working and what isn’t in the 
restructured retail electricity mar- 
ket.”

WHILE MANY OF THE PROVINCE'S 
seniors are scrounging to cover a 40 
per cent increase in the price of long- 
term care, some high-profile Alberta 
seniors are being handed more gov- 
emment money. MLAs who graced 
the seats of the Alberta Legislature 
prior to 1989 will receive a pension 
increase to compensate for inflation. 
About 140 former members of the 
legislative assembly will get a three 
per cent increase, or about $73, to top 
off the $2,146 they receive on aver- 
age each month.

The Premiers’ shuffle 
Premiers reject Ottawa, 
ask Ottawa for help 


BETWEEN SARS AND MAD-COW AND 
health care, Canadian premiers had 
a lot to talk about in at the First 
Ministers’ conference in 
Charlottetown last week. But one 
topic that managed to slip onto the 
agenda was how the provincial lead- 
ers could work to tighten up 
Canada’s relations with the United 
States. 

On Tuesday, BC’s Gordon 
Campbell announced he and 
Alberta Premier Ralph Klein were 
planning a trip to the US in an effort 
to improve cross-border trading 
relationships, and urged the other 
premiers come along. 

Only New Brunswick Premier 
Bernard Lord said the provincial 
leaders shouldn’t use the meeting to 
organize a coup against the Prime 
Minister and should instead focus 
on how to better cooperate with the 
federal government. 

“We fully respect the Constitution 
of Canada and the responsibility of 
the federal government in terms of 
international relations,” he said. 

Over the course of the three-day 
conference, Ontario laid down its 
case for close to a billion dollars in 
federal funding to cover the eco- 
nomic and social impact of SARS, 
Alberta staked its claim for millions 
in mad cow aid, and the premiers 
agreed Ottawa should inject another 
$2 billion into health care. 
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Whirl wind 


Britain beefs up its green power 


THE BRITS ARE LAYING THE GROUND- 
work to vastly expand their wind- 
power industry. UK trade secretary 
Patricia Hewitt announced this week 
anew round of offshore wind licens- 
es that could see hundreds of tur- 
bines powering one in six British 
homes by 2010. 

The idea of increased wind power 
has received tremendous public sup- 
port in Britain. The move is part of a 
government promise to get 10 per 
cent of the nation’s energy flowing 
from green power, and the UK is 
reputed to have the best offshore 
wind resource in Europe. New wind 
farms will be placed approximately 
12 km from the coast and will be 
required to take bird sanctuaries and 
other protected areas into account. 
Conservative trade critic Tim Yeo 
says the plan is “absurd.” He argues 
it will require enormous investment 
and will ultimately lead to a rise in 
power bills. The expansion plan is 
estimated to cost $12 billion. 

But the government says people 
wouldn’t experience the full cost of 
wind power until it accounts for 20 
per cent of all energy production. 
And by the time that happens, says 
Hewitt, greater efficiency in the 
industry will already have brought 
the price down. 


Fight against AIDS 


Who decides how to do it? 


THIS YEAR'S LARGEST AIDS CONVEN- 
tion marks 20 years since scientists 
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first discovered the link between the 
disease and its precursor, HIV. Five 
thousand scientists and doctors con- 
verged in Paris last week to discuss 
the illness and lobby governments 
for more research and treatment 
funding. All agree something has to 
be done to stop the spread of AIDS, 
especially in areas where the disease 
is rampant like Africa and the 
Caribbean, but just how that will be 
accomplished is a different story. 

US president George W. Bush has 
pledged $15 billion over five years to 
fight the disease, but has stipulated 
that American-funded relief pro- 
grams should be based on promot- 
ing sexual abstinence, rather than 
contraception. Past president of 
Brazil Henrique Cardoso, mean- 
while, pointed to the success of that 
country’s aggressive safe sex cam- 
paign, which, he told the conference 
has resulted in a 50 per cent cut in 
the AIDS death rate and a 75 per 
cent drop in hospitalizations. 

While delegates agreed it was nec- 
essary to get medication out to AIDS 
patients in the developing world as 
quickly as pete Robert Gallo, the 
scientist who co-discovered HIV in 
1983 warned the conference of the 
dangers of dumping powerful anti- 
retroviral drugs in places where the 
medical infrastructure is not in place 
to offer proper treatment and moni- 
toring. 

It’s estimated that 42 million peo- 
ple suffer from AIDS worldwide. 
Last year 3.2 million died from the 
disease.

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Reining in the Freedom Car 


The hydrogen cell is on its way, but there’s a dirty little secret behind its R&D 


WHEN PRESIDENT BUSH UNVEILED 
his plans for a hydrogen-powered 
car in his State of the Union address 
in January, he proposed $1.2 billion 
in spending to develop a revolution- 
ary automobile that will be “pollu- 
tion-free.” The new vehicle, he 
declared, will rely on “a simple 
chemical reaction between hydrogen 
and oxygen” to power a car “pro- 
ducing only water, not exhaust 
fumes.” Within 20 years, the presi- 
dent vowed, fuel-cell cars will 
“make our air significantly cleaner, 
and our country much less depen- 
dent on foreign sources of oil.” 

By launching an ambitious pro- 
gram to develop what he calls the 
‘Freedom Car,” Bush seemed deter- 
mined to realize the kind of future 
that hydrogen-car supporters have 
envisioned for years. Using existing 
technology, hydrogen can be easily 
and cleanly extracted from water. 
Electricity generated by solar panels 
and wind turbines is used to split the 
water's hydrogen atoms from its 
oxygen atoms. The hydrogen is then 
recombined with oxygen in fuel 
cells, where it releases electrons that 
drive an electric motor in a car. 


THE CATCH 

What Bush didn’t reveal in his 
nationwide address, however, is that 
his administration has been working 
quietly to ensure that the system 
used to produce hydrogen will be as 
fossil fuel-dependent—and poten- 
tially as dirty—as the one that fuels 
today’s SUVs. 

According to the administration’s 
National Hydrogen Energy 
Roadmap, drafted last year in con- 
cert with the energy industry, up to 
90 per cent of all hydrogen will be 
refined from oil, natural gas, and 
other fossil fuels—in a process using 
energy generated by burning oil, 
coal, and natural gas. The remaining 
10 per cent will be cracked from 
water using nuclear energy. 

Such a system, experts say, would 
effectively eliminate most of the ben- 
efits offered by hydrogen. Although 
the fuel-cell cars themselves may 
emit nothing but water vapour, the 
process of producing the fuel cells 
from hydrocarbons will continue 
America’s dependence on fossil fuels 
and leave behind carbon dioxide, the 
primary cause of global warming. 

Mike Nicklas, fie ofthe 
American Solar Energy Society,was 
one of 224 energy experts imyited-by 
the Department of Energy to devel- 
op the government’s Roadmap last 
spring. The sessions, enyironmental- 
ists quickly discovered, were domi- 
nated by representatives fromthe — 
oil, coal, and nuclear industries. “All 
the emphasis was on hoe 
process would benefit i 
energy industries,” recalls Nicklas, 
who sat on a committee chaired by 
an executive from ChevronTexaco. 
“The whole meeting soley

SUSTAINABILITY? 

But instead of investing in devel- 
oping those sources, the budget that 
Bush submitted to Congress pays 
scant attention to renewable meth- 
ods of producing hydrogen. The US 
will see half of all its hydrogen fund- 
ing earmarked for automakers and 
the energy industry. Under the pres- 
ident’s plan, more than $22 million 
of hydrogen research for 2004 will be 
devoted to coal, nuclear power, and 
natural gas, compared with $17 mil- 
lion for renewable sources. Overall 
funding for renewable research and 
energy conservation, meanwhile, 
will be slashed by more than $86 
million. “Cutting R&D for renew- 
able sources and replacing them 


group called the National Hydrogen 
Association. Founded in 1989 by sci- 
entists from government labs and 
universities, the association was a 
haven for many of the small compa- 
nies—fuel-cell designers, electrolyz- 
er makers—that were dabbling in 
hydrogen power. The group pro- 
moted the use of hydrogen but was 
careful not to take any position on 
who would make the fuel or how. 


A POWERFUL LOBBY 

All that changed once the energy 
industry got involved. “All of a sud- 
den Shell joined our board, and then 
the interest grew very quickly,” says 
Karen Miller, the association’s vice 
president. “Our chair last year was 
from BP; this year our chair is from

with fossil and nuclear doesn’t make 
for a sustainable approach,” says 
Jason Mark, director of the clean 
vehicles program for the Union of 
Concerned Scientists. 

The oil and chemical industries 
already produce nine million tons of 
hydrogen each year, most of it from 
natural gas, and transport it through 
hundreds of miles of pipelines to 
fuel the space shuttle and to remove 
sulfur from petroleum refineries. 
The administration’s plan lays the 
groundwork to expand that infra- 
structure—guaranteeing that oil and 
gas companies will profit from any 
transition to hydrogen. Lauren 
Segal, general manager of hydrogen 


development for BP, puts it succinct= 


ly: “We view hydrogen as a way to. 


really grow our natural-gas busi- \ 


ness.” 

To protect its fuel franchise, the 
energy industry has moved swiftly 
in recent years to shape government 
policy toward hydrogen. In 1999, oil 
companies and automakers began 
attending the meetings of an obscure 
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ChevronTexaco.” The companies 
quickly began to use the association 
as a platform to lobby for more fed- 
eral funding for research, and to 
push the government to emphasize 
fossil fuels in the national energy. 
planfor hydrogen. Along with the 
big automakers, energy companies 
also formed a consortium called the 
International Hydrogen 
Infrastructure Group to monitor fed- 
eral officials charged with develop- 
ing fuel cells. “Basically,” says Neil 
Rossmeissl, a hydrogen standards 
expert at the Department of Energy, 
“what they do is look over our 
shoulder at DoE to make sure we are 
doing what they think is the right 
thing.” 

As hydrogen gained momentum, 
the oil companies rushed to buy up 
interests in technology companies 
developing ways to refine and store 
the new fuel. Texaco has invested 
$82 million in a firm called Energy 
Conversion Devices, and Shell now 
owns half of Hydrogen Source. BP, 
Chevron-Texaco, ExxonMobil, Ford, 


and General Electric have 

also locked up the services of 
many of America’s top ener- 
gy scientists, devoting more 
than $270 million to hydrogen 
research at MIT, Princeton, and 
Stanford. 

Such funding will help ensure 
that oil and gas producers continue 
to profit even if automakers manage 
to put millions of fuel-cell cars on 
the road. “The major energy compa- 
nies have several hundred billions of 
dollars, at the least, invested in their 
businesses, and there is a real inter- 
est in keeping and utilizing that 
infrastructure in the future,” says 
Frank Ingriselli, former president of 
Texaco Technology Ventures. “And 
these companies certainly have the 
balance sheets and wherewithal to 
make it happen.” 

The stakes in the current battle 
over hydrogen are high. Devoting 
the bulk of federal research funding 
to making hydrogen from fossil 
fuels rather than water will enable 
oil and gas companies to provide 
lower-priced hydrogen. That, in 
turn, means that pipelines built to 
transport hydrogen will stretch to, 
say, a BP gas field in Canada, rather 
than an independent wind farm in 
North Dakota. Even if the rest of the 
world switches to hydrogen manu- 
factured from water, says Nicklas, 
“Americans may end up dependent 
on fossil fuels for generations.” 


DEFEATED PURPOSE 

The administration's plans to 
manufacture hydrogen from fossil 
fuels could also contribute to global 
warming by leaving behind carbon 
dioxide. Oil and coal companies 
insist they will be able to “sequester” 
the carbon permanently by pump- 
ing it deep into the ocean or under- 
ground. But the DoE calls such 
approaches “very high risk,” and no 
one knows how much that would 
cost, how much other environmental 
disruption that might cause, or 
whether that would actually work. 
“Which path we take will have a 
huge effect one way.or the other on 
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the total amount 

of carbon pumped into the atmos- 
phere over the next century,” says 
James MacKenzie, a physicist with 
the World Resources Institute. 

Even if industry manages to safely 
contain the carbon left behind, the 
Bush administrations plan to extract 
hydrogen from fossil fuels will wind 
up wasting energy. John Heywood, 
director of MIT’s Sloan Automotive 
Lab, says a system that extracts 
hydrogen from oil and natural gas 
and stores it in fuel cells would actu- 
ally be no more energy efficient than 
America’s present gasoline-based 
system. 

“If the hydrogen does not come 
from renewable sources,” Heywood 
says, “then it is simply not worth 
doing, environmentally or economi- 
cally.”

The Alberta Advantage and 
how we sold it to the United States 


THE UNITED STATES IS NOTORI- 
ously hungry for energy. U.S. Vice 
President Dick Cheney’s 2001 
National Energy Policy Report states 
that the US. is facing “the most seri- 
ous energy shortage since the oil 
embargoes of the 1970s.” Even if 
energy production continues to grow 
at the rate of the previous decade, 
consumption will have lapped pro- 
duction by 2020. The U.S. simply 
won't have enough energy to meet 
its needs. 

Contrary to popular mythology, 
the main supplier of oil and gas to 
the USS. is Canada. Last year, Canada 
provided the U.S. with 94 per cent of 
its gas imports. Between 1991 and 
2001, Canadian oil exports to the 
United States almost doubled, out- 
pacing every other foreign supplier 
of US. crude. The 2001 National 
Energy Report states “Canada’s 
deregulated energy sector has 
become America’s largest overall 
energy trading partner, and our lead- 
ing foreign supplier of natural gas, 
oil, and electricity.” 


SHRINKING SUPPLIES 

But like U.S. reserves, Alberta’s 
conventional oil and gas reserves are 
also declining. The Alberta Energy 
and Utilities Board (AEUB) released 
a report in early June which put 
Alberta’s conventional oil reserves at 
1.6 billion barrels, and its convention- 
al natural gas reserves at 1171 billion 
m3. The report notes that the number 
of successful oil wells decreased by 
25 per cent, and that natural gas 
pools were smaller and harder to 
find. 

Although the calculation does not 
appear in the report, if annual pro- 
duction is divided into remaining 
established reserves, according to the 
AEUB’s current numbers, conven- 
tional natural gas reserves will only 
last another eight years, and conven- 
tional oil reserves will last about 
another 6.5 years. 

Those numbers are correct, say Dr. 
Ergun Kuru, Professor of Petroleum 
Engineering at the University of 


Alberta, but adds that doesn’t mean 
all the oil and gas will be gone in the 
next decade. “Remaining conven- 
tional oil reserves are estimated 
based on the current ‘recovarable oil 
in place calculations.’ With current 
technology, we can not produce as 
much as 70 per cent of the heavy oil 
reserves. About 40 billion barrels of 
heavy oil is still left underground. 
Therefore, more research and tech- 
nology development investment 
needs to be made to increase the cur- 
rent recovery rate.” 

He adds that exploration contin- 
ues and more gas and oil is found 
each year. However, these new dis- 
coveries are not fully replacing the oil 
and gas already produced—meaning 
that over time, oil and gas reserves 
will continue to shrink . 

In terms of oil, there is a solution to 
this problem. In both 2001 and 2002 
production from unconventional 
sources of oil, namely northern 
Alberta’s vast oil sands, was greater 
than production from conventional 
sources. In fact, 2002 saw production 
from the oil sands outstrip produc- 
tion from conventional sources by 25 
per cent. 

“We've seen hundreds of millions 
of dollars invested in the oil sands 
over the past decade or so and now 
we're starting to see the production 
match the investment.” says Darin 
Barter, AEUB communications. 
“What that means is that there’s just 
a vast resource out there, and now 
that the money has been invested, 
we can move ahead with produc- 
tion.” 

The U.S. is well aware of this fact, 
and its 2001 Energy Report referred 
to Alberta's oil sands as a “pillar of 
sustained North American energy 
and economic security.” There is lit- 
tle doubt that the U.S. is eager to gain 
access to the sands, which have the 
potential to outstrip even Saudi 
Arabia’s oil reserves. 

On-the flipside, unconventional 
sources may not solve the problem of 
depleted natural gas reserves. The 
industry is very interested in using 
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coal-bed methane, or natural gas 
ped in coal seams, as a new 
source of natural gas. 

The viability of this option, how- 
ever, is still uncertain. If this potential 
source of natural gas doesn’t signifi- 
cantly add to reserves, then demand 
will eventually outstrip production. 
According to the AEUB, this means 
that Alberta will have less natural 
gas available to export, since it will 
need a larger proportion of it to meet 
domestic need, and so it will approve 
fewer exports. 

“That's actually legislated through 
the Alberta government.” says 
Barter. “I can tell you that Albertans 
will be looked after before anything 
ae

Kilgannon, former director of the 
Parkland Institute and currently a 
campaign coordinator for the 
Council of Canadians, the Alberta 
legislation is not enough. Moore- 
Kilgannon explains that under 
Chapter 6 of NAFTA, Canada has 
already agreed to provide the U.S. 
with energy even if Canada doesn’t 
have enough to meet its own needs. 


NAFTA SETS THE PACE 

“When Canada signed the free- 
trade agreement with the U.S. we 
effectively took away any power of 
the Canadian government or the 
provincial government to set policy 
that would benefit Canadian busi- 
nesses or Alberta businesses or citi- 
zens in general,” says Moore- 
Kilgannon. “The reality is that 
Canada signed away its en Pie 
ereignty back when it signed 
trade agreement.” 

NAFTA includes provisions 
which dismantled the “vital-supply 
safeguard” that had required 
Canada to maintain a 25-year sur- 
plus of natural gas, and instituted a 
“proportional ig” provision 
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that guaranteed Canadian energy 
supplies to the US, in perpetuity. 
That goes for all energy resources 
except electricity. The U.S. still retains 
the right to store vast supplies of 
hydrocarbons for emergencies, and 
proportional sharing stipulates that 
Canada must replenish even these 
emergency reserves- likely at the 
expense of meeting its own domestic 
needs in the future. 

Under NAFTA the Canadian gov- 
ermment also signed away its right to 
“refuse to issue a license or revoke or 
change a license for the exportation 
to the United States of energy 
goods,” which essentially means its 
right to conserve energy. 

Other provisions of NAFTA 
removed the requirement for U.S. 
customers to pay taxes on gas 
exports, and removed the all- 
Canadian gas distribution system. 
This has meant that exports to the 
USS. have substantially increased 
while natural gas prices in Canada 
have risen. As Council of Canadians 
chairperson Maude Barlow noted in 
her Sept. 26, 2000, Globe and Mail 
article on the subject, “Canadian con- 
sumers were left to compete for their 
own energy resources against an 
economy 10 times bigger with rapid- 
ly dwindling reserves and accelerat- 
ing demand.” 

Canada won't likely be able to 
renegotiate the energy provisions it 
agreed to under NAFTA. “Canada 
has been talking with the U.S. and 
Mexico about renegotiating certain 
aspects of NAFTA. The problem is 
that the U.S. would never renegotiate 
Chapter 6, and they’ve made that 
very clear. In fact, what the U.S. 
would like to do if we opened up 
NAFTA is to make sure that Mexico 
signed it. So it’s a political non-starter 

for Canada to say we'd like to rene- 
gotiate it, because the U.S. would 
never do it. We would just be beating 
our heads against the wall in terms of 
trying to regain some of our energy 
sovereignty,” says Moore-Kilgannon. 

As the U.S. increasingly relies on 
Canada to meet its own natural gas 
shortfall, those prices are only going 
to climb. 


HOME DISADVANTAGE 

“We live in a cold climate and we 
have to recognize that if oil and gas 
prices get to be so high, we're look- 
ing at literally tens of thousands of 





~ people in Edmonton alone who will 


not be able to pay their oil and gas 
bill, “ explains Moore-Kilgannon. 
“And that’s not too far off into the 
future. So what social crisis will com« 
when you have oil companies or gas 
companies cutting off tens of thou- 
sands of people because they can’t 
pay their bills?” 

The AEUB’s own predictions 
remain largely rosy, citing the fact 
that high prices mean an increase in 
production over the next few years, 
which will in turn benefit Alberta’s 
economy. But Moore-Kilgannon cau- 
tions that short-term economic bene- 
fits shouldn’t cloud our ability to 
think about the long-term. 
“Prosperity breeds a certain sense of 
‘Everything’s OK, why worry?’ But 
will Albertans really be the ones to 
benefit from this? Is our desire to sell 
this off as fast as absolutely possible 
at the lowest possible rates and the 
lowest amount of return to the citi- 
zens of Alberta really a good eco- 
nomic policy?” 

According to Moore-Kilgannon, 
Alberta would be better served if the 
provincial government managed the 
pe of exports with an eye towards

MAYBE FOUR STARS IS PUSHING IT, 
but damn the cannons: Pirates of the 
Caribbean is ahoot and a half, which 
translates to 3.75 stars, so I rounded 
up. 

Ina summer dominated by 
mutants and Hulks and Neos and 
angels and Terminators, pirates may 
seem a little quaint. “What's fun 
about pirates?” one might ask. Ah, 
but really, what's not fun about 
pirates? Pirates are all yardarm- 
swingin’ and grog-swillin’ and deck- 
swabbin’ and sword-fightin’ and 
cannon-blastin’ and “ar!”-sayin’. 
What's not to like? 

Yep, pirates are a blast, and so is 
this movie. The nicest thing about 
Pirates of the Caribbean is that it’s not a 
sequel and it’s not an adaptation of 
some other thing (well, okay, techni- 
cally it’s adapted from the 
Disneyland ride, but no one’s bring- 
ing huge narrative expectations from 
the ride into the movie). As a result, 
there’s a fresh-faced willingness to 
please in this movie, a recognition 
that it can’t trade on assumed famil- 
iarity with the characters or auto- 
matic enthusiasm for the premise. 
Instead, Pirates of the Caribbean 
knows it has to do the work, set the 
tone, establish its world and get us 
on side with the characters the way a 
summer blockbuster should. 

Chief among these characters is 
Johnny Depp as Captain—

Also entirely yummilicious is 
Keira Knightly, whom we last saw 
in Bend it Like Beckham. She's win- 
ning throughout, gamely splashing 
around, showing guts and fire as 
necessary, dealing with shipfuls of 
ghost pirates with admirable

aplomb. 

But performances aside, it’s the 
tone that makes this flick work. 
Pirates of the Caribbean hums with 
belief in its own world. The gags 
aren’t hip, ironic or contemporary; 
the movie isn’t pre-digested like 
Terminator 3 or Charlie's Angels: Full 
Throttle. No, the humor is situation 
and character-based, and while it 
runs along the family-friendly lines 
you'd expect from a movie adapted 
from a Disney ride, it’s still got a lot 
of charm. And, of course, the movie 
is loaded with details, from the ful- 
some costumes to the full-scale ships 
and even to the eventual CGI pirate- 
into-ghost-pirate transitions. There's 
a pirate with a wandering wooden 
eye who's good for a chuckle, and 
it’s fun to see a pirate tavern where 
the bar fights are just the constant 
background noise. 

It's not a perfect summer movie. 
Oilando Bloom can’t quite bring his 
Legolas (Lord of the Rings) powers to 
bear against p's performance, 
thoogh he pies itup as best he 
can in the straight man role. 

Like most modern blockbusters, 
Pirates of the Caribbean could stand to 
lose 10 minutes, but it never hits that 
drag point where you suddenly get 
impatient and want to get out of 
there. At worst you're getting a little 
bit tired of the word “pirate” by the 
end, but that’s about the most 
annoying thing. No, Pirates of the 
Caribbean is simple, but not retarded; 
lush, but not overbearing. It’s 
yummy pirate goodness! Check it

Documentarians confront Hitler’s 
secretary with her own words

AS A FILM, BLIND SPOT: HITLER’S 


Secretary is completely unremark- 
able. The film is essentially com- 
posed of excerpts from three sepa- 
rate interviews with Traud] Junge, a 
woman in her early 80s who, 60 
years prior, had been one of Hitler’s 
private secretaries between 1942 and 
his suicide in 1945. For all its visual 
interest, focused as it is on one talk- 
ing head, it could almost be a radio 
show. 

But as an historical document, 
Blind Spot is irreplaceably one of a 
kind. Frau Junge, who died in 2002 
shortly after the film’s premiere, had 
refused to answer questions about 
her time working for Hitler up until

description of Hitler increasingly 
portrays him as a charismatic manic- 
depressive whose delusions reas- 
sured a nation that wanted strong, 
decisive leadership. He would be 
their conscience; all they had to do 
was everything he told them to. As 
she recalls the details of Hitler‘s final 
despairing days in the bunker, his 
desperate acts of cruelty to those 
around him, it seems to dawn on her 
that Hitler’s psychopathic lack of 
compassion was not just the result of 
the tough decisions faced by a world 
leader. 

But this isn’t just eyewitness-to- 
history stuff. Frau Junge is very 
much the subject of this story. The 
directors get her to watch the play- 
back of the interviews and train the 
camera on her face, registering her 
slight winces, the way her lips move 
ever so slightly as she listens to the 
rationalizations she’s been repeating 
to herself for half a century. Bravely 
she dismantles these excuses and 
starts, perhaps for the first time, to 
admit the complicity she shared 
with her fellow Germans in the 
tragedy of the Holocaust. 

Perhaps the most remarkable 
aspect of Blind Spot is the way it 
reduces the 20th Century’s Tyrant 
Incarnate to human scale. Menno 
Meyjes’ Max, which starred John 
Cusack as the Fuhrer’s art teacher, 
was roundly criticized for daring to 
portray the epitome of evil as a mere 
person, but it’s an important thing to 
remember in these days of celebrity 
politicians who unilaterally declare 
the righteousness of the crusades 
they undertake for the greater good. 
Hitler may cast a tremendous shad- 
ow on world history, but he was no 
less human for the monumental evil 
he enacted. In forgetting this, or in 
refusing to recognize it, people like 
Frau Junge became accomplices to 
one of the most terrible crimes ever 
committed. And by not taking this 
lesson to heart, it becomes appalling- 
ly easy for the world to stand by and 
watch as human lives are senselessly 
wasted time and again.

WHAT WOULD TEENAGE POP STARS 
do with their time if Hollywood 
weren't demanding they star in 
movies? From Justin To Kelly, 
Crossroads, and How To Deal have 
given bubblegummers like Kelly 
Clarkson, Britney, and now Mandy 
Moore a break from “writing” songs 
about being in love, so they can star 
in films about being in love. 

Deal is actually Moore's second 
starring role—the first being A Walk 
To Remember (which scored a bitchin’ 
27% positive reviews at www.rot- 
tentomatoes.com)—and this one 
invites more “Don’t quit your day 
job” cracks. 

It opens with a glistening Moore 
in skintight, mid-riff baring workout 
clothes doing yoga. The scene lasts 
just long enough for teen boys to 
shift uncomfortably in theatre seats, 
desperately hoping their dates don’t 
notice their boners. After that hor- 
mone injection, Halley Martin 
(Moore) finds out her older sis 
Ashley (Mary Catherine Garrison) is 
getting married to a boring rich boy 
on the same day their mom’s 


divorce comes through. Dad is Len 
(Peter Gallagher), a minor celebrity 
DJ who can’t grow up and thus fuels 
Halley’s disillusionment with men. 
She’s so distraught she marches over 
to see best friend Scarlett (Alexander 
Holden). 

In one of the most unintentionally 
strange teen-movie moments ever, 
Halley barges in on Lydia while 
she's having sex with her boyfriend, 
then stands there while the 
boyfriend awkwardly gets dressed 
and leaves. None of the characters 
find this the least bit unusual. 

A lot of weird, unaccountable 
things happen over the course of the 
film. The Martins go to a family din- 
ner where Halley sets off the fire 
detector by smoking cigarettes in the 
bathroom. When she opens the win- 
dow a dog jumps in and humps her 
mom’s leg, effectively ending the 
party. There’s no context for the 
Farrelly-style gag or even an expla- 
nation of where the dog comes from. 

Then there’s grandma, who alter- 
nates between serious romance guru 
and crazy stoned senior getting 
loopy on medicinal pot. 

And don’t forget about mom, 
played by Emmy Award winner 
Allison Janney (The West Wing), who 
meets a Coke delivery guy dressed 
in Civil War gear, flirts with him but 
doesn’t bother to ask about the uni- 


form. 

At least these characters are mild- 
ly interesting. Macon (Trent Ford) 
the special boy trying to break 
Halley’s no-official-boyfriend rule is 
weird but almost lacking a personal- 
ity entirely. Could he be a misunder- 
stood slacker, or just a moron with 
cute bangs? The scene where he 
shows up at his best friend's funeral 
dressed as Joey Jeremiah and plays 
Flaming Lips on a portable stereo 
(mysteriously causing everyone in 
the church to rise) is hard evidence 
of the latter. 

The stumble through Halley's 
family / friend / lover dilemmas may 
be so awkward because the movie's 
based on two novels crammed 
together in a nine-month-long plot. 


* Perhaps Sarah Dessen’s original sto- 


ries, Someone Like You and That 
Summer, provide more character 
logic and motivation; this movie, 
unfortunately, gives you a choppy 
story and Moore's strained perfor- 
mance. (Her range is somewhere 
between exasperated eye-rolling and 
coy eye-rolling.) 

Not to worry if you're a Mandy 
Moore fan, though. According to th« 
Internet Movie Database, she’s got 
another five films in the pipe, plenty 
of opportunity to hone her new craft 
Who knows, ina decade or so, she 
might even have her own Glitter, 01 
maybe a Swept Away. 

Deal with that all you out-of-work 
actors slaving away at restaurants, 
taking classes, doing community 
theatre and hoping for your big 
break, deal with that.

kerfuffle about the volume of immi- 
grants from Hong Kong fleeing the 
impending takeover of the former 
British colony by China. 

Vancouver, especially, seemed to 
havea little spike of anti-Chinese 
sentiment, often disguised as resent- 
ment over how the influx was affect- 
ing the real estate market or over 
aesthetic problems involving “mon- 
ster houses.” 

There have been Chinese people 
living in Vancouver for over 100 
years, but the new money and 
one of more recent immi- 

grants tends to get more press than 
ihe already established communities 
that have built up Chinatown in 
response to all the other waves of 
anti-Chinese feelings (and, often, leg- 
islation). 

We sometimes see Chinatowns as 
tourist destinations, but more and 
more the actual social importance 
and history of these places is slowly 
being lost to urban.renewal and the 
suburbanization of Chinese commu-

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nities in Canada. Where will all the 
stories go? Like, you know, that old 
Chinese guy on the bus you see all 
the time reading Chinese newspa- 
pers? Doesn't speak any English, but 
always seems to find an interpreter? 
Where is he going? Where is his 
family? He may as well be invisible. 
But Mina Shum set her latest fea- 
ture film, Long Life, Happiness and 
Prosperity, in Vancouver's 
Chinatown, as she did in her 
groundbreaking film, Double 
Happiness. And where she seemed to 
be showing the tensions between 
traditional family and independence 


in her earlier work, LLH&P is about 
how those traditions insinuate them- 
selves casually into everyday, ordi- 
nary life for her Chinese Canadian 
characters. 

Mindy (Valerie Tian) is an offbeat 

ear-old girl being raised by her 

ngle mom, Kin (Sandra Oh, brassy 
as ever). She is a weird little crea 
blinking behind enormous glass 
obsessed with Taoist magic. She 
totes around a spell book and 
spends her meagre allowance on 
bells and mirrors to help her spells 
and charms. Mindy’s strange hobby 
makes the neighbours raise their 
eyebrows, but she has her reasons 
for resorting to the supernatural. Kin 
works tirelessly to support herself 
and her daughter—as a dim sum 
cook by day and an “Oriental 
Psychic” at night. Kin’s husband 
abandoned her years ago, leaving 
her heart hardened against romance, 
especially from handsome restau- 
rant manager, Alvin (Russell Yuen). 
There is no time for happiness. 

As Mindy wards off bad luck, 
elderly Shuck Wong (Chang Tseng) 
seems to get caught in the crossfire 
and loses his position as a security 
guard. He isa little lost without 
job, and his pride is damaged by his 
unemployment, so he pretends to go 
to work every morning so his wife 
doesn’t find out. 

In the meantime, butcher Bing Lai 
(Ric Young) is the unintentional tar- 
get of another one of Mindy’s spells 
gone awry. After winning the lot- 
tery, he tries to tutor his son Peter in 
the family business so they can open 
up a shop together. But Peter has 
very different plans for his life, creat- 
ing a family conflict that hits closer 


to home than anyone suspects. 
Three storylines follow each of the 
themes in the title, all interconnected 
by Mindy’s supernatural meddling. 
Unfortunately, the intersections are 
often clumsy and obvious, as each 
person undergoes concurrent crises 
and rounds of luck and coincidence. 
It's presented as a magic realist 
fable, but the characters often come 
across as stereotypical, with the 
exception of the family played by 


the wonderful Sandra Oh and her 
young co-star Valerie Tian. Chinese 
tradition is manifold, but it’s kind of 
reduced to a variety of tics and 
fanaticisms that unfortunately make 
everyone seem nuttier than they 
need be. 

Nevertheless, it’s a welcome 
return and an interesting develop- 
ment for Shum, who is bound to 
really nail it one of these days.

That commitment is one thing 
Copeland and Hildebrandt are 
more than familiar with. The duo 
has been playing together in do-it- 
yourself Edmonton punk bands like 
the Whoremoans and Radio City 
Riot Squad for eight years now, not 
to mention Hildebrandt and 
Chewka pulling double-duty as the 
rhythm section of much-hyped 
Edmonton rockers Les Tabernacles. 
Initially, The Kasuals were just as 
the name suggested—a casual side 
project. 

“We needed an outlet for the 
more melodic stuff we like,” 
explains Hildebrandt. “Les Tabs can 
get a little more technical and com- 
plex, and this was more about 
catchy, vocal, melody-driven 
music.” They quickly name The 
Ramones as the band that united 
everyone's tastes, forging a sound 
consciously based around the hard- 
er-edged pop pa of the 80s and 
early ‘90s. With Chewka and

GROWING UP IN THE HEART OF THE 
Mississippi Delta, Biffy Perdu had 
the same dream a lot of aspiring 
guitar players did: go up the river 
playing the blues and make your 
way out of the mud.

Their four videos are also included on 
this collection of past and present 
work. 

However, Lathrop is quick to point 
out this isn’t a “greatest hits” album. 

“We didn’t want to rush a full- 
length album,” says Lathrop. “But at 
the same time we wanted to put 
something new out because it’s been 
about a year-and-a-half since we did.” 

Seven years after Adam’s Rib’s for- 
mation, Pushing Forward Looking Back 
marks another opportunity for the 
band to tour Canada, partying from 
town to town, with the firm intention 
of getting a better record deal in the 
upcoming year. 

“What we're trying to dois get 
‘High’ to play on the radio,” says 
Lathrop, who plans to release a “real” 
full album sooner rather than later.

We've been trying for 
years to get a song happening nation- 
ally. With this CD we're trying to cap- 
ture the sounds that come off the 
stage live.

IF YOU'VE BEEN FORTUNATE ENOUGH TO 
see Spike Lee's film 25th Hour, you already 
know its most stirring moment is the misan- 
thropic monologue by lead actor Edward 
Norton. No matter what you think of the rest of 
the film, the anger in that scene is palpable, 
and'while it reaches a climax with Norton's 
character Monty Brogan naming names (‘Send 
those Enron assholes to jail for fucking life! 
You think Bush and Cheney didn't Know about 
that shit? Give me a fucking break!"), it later 
concludes with him aiming his uncontainable 
vitriol at himself in an incendiary call-to-arms 
for social responsibility in an age of rampant 
individualism, 

Inspiringly enough, The Crime is Now, the 
latest record from Calgary punk rock band The 
Von Zippers, performs a similar function, chan- 
neling all the urgency and insurgency of fast, 
loud and snotty rock 'n’ roll for polemic pur- 
poses, If you're like me, you thought that punk 
rock that had something to say had long since 
been replaced by a legion of generic, mindless, 
pretty-boys singing about pooh and pee at 
Warped Tour.

ACCOMPLISHED PHOTOJOURNALIST AND FILM 
director Sandrine Collard once said that if she 
ever had 500 miles of road ahead of her and 
was stuck with only one CD in the car, it had 
better be one by Kraftwerk. It’s therefore hardly 
a surprise that she’s concocted an album that 
sounds a lot like Wendy Carlos and Jacques 





Chariton, The Von Zippers’ pissed-off front- 
man, was kicking out his first jams in Alberta's 
original punk scene. 

Now that Chariton’s in his 40s, he’s often 
referred to as Calgary's oldest teenager, and 
the lyrics on this record show why—he's still 
got a youthtul, idealistic edge. In singing about 
alitany of social problems, he points fingers 
and, like Monty Brogan, is eager to name 
names. “Monsanto's in like a dirty shirt,” he 
yowls in the Dictators’ tribute “SGWTF” (or 
“Science Gone Way Too Far”), which aiso 
includes the choice bon mots “GMO, we're not 
your lab rats.” But Chariton’s no mere 
Cassandra. For each itemized societal ill—from 
racism and homelessness to corporate scams 
and the growing gap between rich and poor— 
he offers up a socialist solution, the result 
being that The Crime is Now comes off as a 
borderline koo-koo collection of egghead ideas 
(that’s a compliment) backed up by meathead 
garage rack guitar riffs (also'a compliment) 
and the ass-freeing rhythms of bassist Doug 
Boland and drummer James Hayden. 

My only criticism is that The Von Zippers 
end the record with “Friday is the Spice of 
Life,” a song about being too tired and apathet- 
ic to take any action after a long week at the 
Office. While this may describe the current 
state of affairs for many malcontents, it’s 
inconsistent with the 10 fire-starters that pre- 
cede it. This record is at its best when it’s nat 
pulling punches.

But he’s desperate 
enough to slap the listener in the head with a 
CD-ROM movie staking the staggering claim of 
“| might not be the most talented, but I'm the 
only artist around now with their own sound.” 

Tricky used to slink down nauseating, heroin- 
slime corridors of sound—from Maxinquaye's 
sinister trip-hop wobble to the unwholesome 
erratic jazz-fuck of Angels With Dirty Faces. 
Sadly, the cover art and the awkward, self-justi- 
fying movie are the only things staggering or 
Insane about Vulnerable,.which attempts to 
cram Tricky’s recent hip-pop restyling into the 
mould of his darker, more compelling work. 

It's an ugly fit. His trademark creepy Brit- 
mumble rap sounds misplaced on top of tex- 
ture-less bubblegum-noir beats and pseudo-su!- 
try dance choruses. “Antimatter,” “Icepick,” and 
“How High” are the worst offenders, the latter 
grating like a sunny car accident between 
Marilyn Manson and Republica. 

Vulnerable hits an unexpected apex on “Wait 
For God," the only track to reach any atmos- 
pheric or lyrical heights. With a methodically dri- 
ving bassline kept on the backburner, middle- 
eastern strings swirl around blues harmonica 
accents, as Italian singer Costanza gives her 
strongest showing on the album by frailly slith- 
ering in and out syncopated beats. It's not 
enough to save this tepid collection, though, as 
the inane Chili Pepper-inspired wank “Where I'm 
From” immediately returns Vulnerable to little 
more than unwitting parody.

The apex of her 
ideas thus far, though, can be found 
on her 1998 album Learning Curve, 
released on the Sony subsidiary 
Higher Ground. There's a lot of 
brains behind her beats ‘n’ beauty 
and recently Remix had a chance to 
chat with her from her studio in Los 
Angeles.

Remix: So what has the busiest 
woman in drum ‘n’ bass been up to 
since Learning Curve? 

DJ Rap: The last three years have 
been spent getting my new artist 
record ready—Learning Curve's fol- 
low up. It’s nearly done, it’ll be out 
next year. I’ve opened a new label, 
Inta_Talent. Inta_Talent and Proper 
Talent releases are also now going to 
be sold exclusively through 
www.djrap.com. My brand new mix 
CD, Touching Base, is out now on 
Surge Recordings. It’s two hours. 
One hour of drum ‘n’ bass and one 
hour of breaks. I‘lL be playing breaks 
as part of the Playstation 2 tour, with 
Ferry Corsten. 


Rmx: With all of these new avenues 
and opportunities, is drum ‘n’ bass 
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still closest to your heart? 

Rap: Drum ‘n’ bass is close to my 
heart, but my songwriting is the 
closest. The Learning Curve project 
was something that | worked my 
whole life towards. When that was 
released it was an example of what I 
could do if 1 kept working at it 
Breaks are just another feather in my 
bow. I've always been eclectic 
When I started out making music, I 
started making house for Paul 
Oakenfold’s label. It was never 
about staying to one style for me; | 
always wanted to be a songwriter 
and sing songs 


Rmx: With all of your projects, do 
you get to sleep occasionally? 

Rap: | actually only sleep about 
three or four hours a night. That's all 
I get. I’m used to it. I could sleep 
longer as I do have time. There’s 
always time for everything if you 
organize it properly. For example, | 
was ina studio last night until about 
five in the morning, went to bed, 
woke myself up at eight and imme- 
diately went to my studio and start- 
ed working on a tune. | dreamt 
about this idea for a lyric and then I 
was up. I can’t help it. | just wake up 
after three or four hours of sleep. 


Rmx: I've noticed a lot of cities 
across North America are still 
struggling to put on parties without 
police interference. Do you think 
governments still attach too much 
hype to reports of drugs being 
taken at parties? 

Rap: Knowledge is everything. 
They're just basically unknowledge- 
able; all they see is the drug side of it 
They don’t see that it’s a multi-mil- 
lion dollar industry, [and that] we all 
pay taxes. Thousands of people, 
who probably would have ended up 
doing nothing, selling drugs proba- 
bly, are doing something. Now 
every kid can have a computer and 
have a viable musical dream. And 
the problem with drugs is not as bad 
as the media reports it here [North 
America]. It’s much worse in Britain. 


Rmx: You have been around the 
UK dance music since its inception 
and an important figure in drum ‘n’ 
bass. What have you liked the least 
and the most about drum ‘n’ bass 
over the past 10 years? 

Rap: What like the least about it in 
England is the politics—a small 
group of people not sharing the 
music. People refusing to collaborate 
together, step*oitt of the box and 
pushrthe envelope. That's what it 
was all about. It somehow got lost; 
the soul got lost. wish they'd get rid 
of the whole men’s club thing. 

What I like the most, though, is 
that the soul is coming back and the 
music is getting much better. But, 
you go to raves now and it seems a 
bit weird; a bit of a depression at the 
moment. Parties don’t feel the same 
and if we're not careful we're going 
to end up with only a fragment of 
what was. So I hope people get out 
there and start supporting it again 
and I hope that DJs start doing a lit- 
tle more to create interest so that 
people will want to come out to see 
them. 


Rmx: So will your set here be a mix 
of breaks and drum ‘n’ bass?

THE 25TH CENTURY EARTH VESSEL 
Fortuna has a very prosaic mission: 
deliver supplies, equipment and per- 
sonnel to the outpost on Tiger 6. It 
would seem like an easy run, until a 
sudden disaster kills everyone 
except six crew members, who dis- 
perse until five years later, when the 
threads of the story are picked up 
and the remaining crew are drawn 
together again. Edmonton cartoonist 
Evan Bly introduces us to a large 
cast of characters in his self-pub- 
lished graphic novel: nasty lizards, 
minotaur-like aliens, and best of all, 
big eyed people! Fighting! Flying 
spaceships! Having relationships! 
Maybe the back cover says it best: 
“They're not explorers of the fron- 
tier. They’re not mystical warriors. 
They're not together anymore. 
They’re just people...and some 
robots.” 


So what's the deal with Fortuna’s 
Ghosts? 

The setting is kind of like Star Trek or 
Star Wars, but not with as big of a 


story as those shows are telling. It’s 
not about the fate of the Universe; 
it’s just about a small group of peo- 
ple in an unusual circumstance. I 
wanted a story that was different 
than from what Id seen before. Even 
the cartoons I'd done before were 
pretty much about the same stuff: a 
group of smaller people fighting 
against, you know, a larger group of 
people. I wanted a different twist to 
it, more to do with the people 
involved. They're not really deciding 
the fate of anyone that isn’t there at 
that moment. It’s not really that big. 


How long did it take to finish the 
book? 

Well, the final version took about 
two years. Developing the idea took 
a few years, because I'd been doing 
it in different forms, you know, little 
comics with the characters fighting 
against different people. And when I 
actually started doing sketches and 
figuring out what was going to hap- 
pen, I was able to bang it out quick, 
in kind of a rough version. But then 
the final copy has to be done twice, 
with pencil and ink, and then I had 
people look at it to change'things, to 
try to make things clearer. I'd been 
doing cartoons for a really long time,

and some of the characters from 
Fortuna’s Ghosts are from old car- 
toons that I’ve done before. 


Have I mentioned how much I like 
the big eyes look? 

That style, that’s the only project that 
I’ve done in that style. I’ve generally 
done stuff that’s more cartoonish. I 
guess there are two different sorts of 
Big Eye styles. That's the less car- 
toony of the two styles, actually. 


In the grand science fiction tradi- 
tion, are you working on a sequel? 
I sort of thought of a couple ideas as 
a follow up, but it has to be different, 
because it isn’t like the science fiction 
I was talking about, where there's 
always another enemy or war, 
where there's always a new threat. 
These characters wouldn't be ina sit- 
uation like this again, like with the 
comet coming and wiping things 
out. I've thought of some ideas, like 
a follow up using some of the same 
characters, or even different charac- 
ters, but in the same science fiction 
universe. But as for a specific story, I 
don’t have one nailed down yet.

Non-union actors mean you should miss Saigon 


EDMONTON AREA ACTORS PICKETED 
the opening of Miss Saigon at the 
Jubilee Auditorium last night, 
encouraging audiences to skip the 
show and support local theatre. 

Calling for a nation-wide boycott, 
actors’ union Canadian Actors’ 
Equity contends that Big League 
Theatricals, the American producers 
of the scaled-down production, are 
fleecing Canadian audiences and 
abusing their actors. 

“Although this production is 
marketed as a Broadway success 
story, people should understand 
they are not buying a ticket to the 
same show mounted on 


show’s promoters emphasize its 
more ‘intimate aspect,’ focusing on 
the love story. Darbasie asserts that 
reflects the profit-first orientation of 
the producers. 

“The spectacle of the original was 
part of its appeal but that’s the 
expensive stuff. Cut the spectacle 
and you cut costs.

But there is exceptional pasta to be 
had out there, sometimes even at 
decent prices, and the places that 
cost a little more are always handy 
for special occasions. 

My special occasion for visiting 
Allegro Italian Kitchen was that I 
had shot a mediocre game at the 
Kinsmen Pitch ‘n’ Putt and it had 
been over eight hours since my last 
meal. I had visited Allegro before, so 
I trusted them to help me honour the 
occasion with the requisite trim- 
mings—a nice glass of house red, a 
nice salad and a nice platter of pasta. 

As I say, my first visit had gone 
off without a hitch. It was back in the 
day, when the chef and a couple of 
regular customers could sit on the 
restaurant's bar side and enjoy a 
glass of wine and a smoke while 
chewing the fat. The early evening 
light reiterated the honey-gold hue 
of twilight, the conversation scat- 
tered about the tables was a lulling 
murmur and the menu held the 
promise of unsampled delights. | 
sampled the Insalata Allegro ($7.95) 
that night, a satisfying mingling of 
mixed greens, balsamic vinaigrette, 
feta cheese cubes, roasted pine nuts 
and a few raisins, witha fresh 
ground pepper benediction to send 
it on its way to my tastebuds. 

The entrée was a Rigatoni Dececco 
($12.50), beveled tubes of pasta and 
morsels of roasted eggplant tossed 
with ricotta cheese and marinara 
sauce, more fresh ground pepper 
and a little Parmesan. One of the 
problems you occasionally 
encounter with pasta is that the 
ingredients blend in such a way that 
eating them together becomes 
monotonous. This was not the case 
with the Dececco. The marinara and 
ricotta fused into. acreamy-tomatoey 
continuum that bespoke hints of 
cayenne, garlic and herbs as though 
the dish were constantly unfolding, 
the intermittent explosion of roasted 
eggplant across the palate a savoury 
punctuation. 

Delighted as I was by the penne, I 
thought I’d better extend my knowl- 
edge of the menu on my present 
visit with a different selection. I 
salved my appetite for the familiar
